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FOREWORD 


This work is a revision of the earlier volume, The Pam- 
phlet File, published in 1937. It has been undertaken at 
the request of the Publishers, due to the continuance of 
orders for the book since the first edition has been ex- 
hausted. 

The Pamphlet File was originally written as a companion 
volume to The Picture File, which is also available in a re- 
vised and enlarged edition, reissued in 1952. As in the 
case of the previous volume, the purpose of our work is 
to compile a simple guide suitable for the average school, 
college and public library, using methods and subject head- 
ings which have proved their usefulness. Since the publi- 
cation of our first edition, we have had the privilege of 
working with pamphlet collections in three other libraries: 
a small college, a medium-sized public, and a large uni- 
versity. We have observed and studied many other col- 
lections and thus feel that our new work is based on a much 
wider background of experience than our earlier work. 

We have added over 600 new headings, including up-to- 
date geographical names and current subjects, bringing the 
total number of subjects to over 2,000. We have greatly 
expanded our “Subdivisions for Local Material’ and have 
given it new importance in a separate supplement (SUP-— 
PLEMENT I). We have combed current library litera- 
ture for articles on pamphlets, and have included pertinent 
quotations from magazines of the last few years. We have 
re-arranged and re-written our text, and included a new 
section on Propaganda. We wish to thank Senator Nel- 
son S. Dilworth, State Senator of California, for reading 
this section. 

A completely new feature of this revised edition is our 
“Partial List of Organizations, etc. That Issue Pamphlets” 
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found in SUPPLEMENT II. Over 660 names are in- 
cluded in this list. For explanation of classes of organiza- 
tions included, see explanation in Chapter I, p. 2. We 
mailed hundreds of cards to organizations and in most cases 
the response was excellent, enabling us to examine repre- 
sentative pamphlets of a great many of the agencies listed. 
To make this list doubly useful, we have compiled a “Sub- 
ject Index” to these organizations, including over 350 rep- 
resentative subjects. We believe this list will enable the 
pamphlet librarian to build a pamphlet collection of recent 
material, although it is not intended to be complete. Sub- 
jects indexed, however, are found in our “List of Subject 
Headings” and therefore constitute a good beginning for 
any up-to-date pamphlet file. We urge forbearance, how- 
ever, in ordering from this list, as pamphlets go out of print 
quickly, and organizations do not always respond to re- 
quests. We have tried to check the latest addresses, in all 
cases, but changes are constantly being made. 

We have spent some little time compiling a usable list 
of “Bibliographical Sources of Pamphlets” which is a new 
feature of our work, found on p. 3. Included is a list of 
“Periodicals with Pamphlet Lists,” which although by no 
means comprehensive, yet we believe it to be unique as we 
know of no similar list in print. The pamphlet librarian 
can easily expand this list, according to the periodicals re- 
ceived in his particular library. 

We wish to thank Mrs. Martha Westwood and Mrs. 
Vowyla Threlkeld of the Glendale Public Library for their 
special interest in this work and for their kindness in mak- 
ing their library resources easily available. We also thank 
Mrs. Thelma Jackman and her assistants in the Sociology 
department of the Los Angeles Library and Miss Florence 
Powers and others of the Reference department of the 
Pasadena Library for their fine service. 

Again may we say that the resourcefulness of the in- 
dividual librarian is all-essential, and the successful use of 
this book is dependent on its application to local problems 
and needs.

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How to Begin 


“What shall I do with pamphlets” is usually the problem 
of the librarian, rather than “How shall I ‘go about’ getting 
them?” The necessity of a pamphlet file is often thrust upon 
a library because of the gradual and steady accumulation 
of this sort of material, increasingly important in this day 
and age. Students and adults alike are demanding the latest 
information on subjects and do not care to wait for books 
to be published. For the small library whose magazine re- 
sources are small, and also for the large library whose de- 
mands are necessarily greater, a pamphlet file is an absolute 
necessity. 


I. SELECTION 


A careful and consistent policy of pamphlet selection 
however, is very important. We are inclined to agree with 
the librarian who describes the typical vertical file of yester- 
day like this: + “I believe I speak for the mass of reference 
librarians when I say that the typical vertical file is a col- 
lection that ‘just growed.’”’ But we believe that this is not 
true of today’s vertical file because librarians are now more 
conscious that selection of pamphlets is just as important 
as the selection of books, and that a careful study and use 
of pamphlet-selection tools is extremely important. 

For this purpose, therefore, we have made a selective 
study of pamphlet sources, both primary and secondary, and 
offer these to our readers. We have not intended to make 
an exhaustive list, impractical because of the limits of this 
work, but rather a good beginning list for the librarian 
to carry on and complete. In addition to these biblio- 
graphic sources, we have also compiled a “PARTIAL LIST 
OF ORGANIZATIONS, ETC. THAT ISSUE PAM- 
PHLETS,” located in Supplement IT.

Zz THE PAMPHLET FILE 


“Partial List” 


There are over 660 organizations listed in Supplement II, 
which is only a partial list of the many thousands of com- 
panies that issue material. Our basis for inclusion was 
determined by a representative coverage of subjects and 
types of organizations, including many corporations and 
companies not easily found elsewhere. Lack of space made 
it advisable to exclude large groups of organizations found 
in other lists (such as in World Almanac, Judkins’ Na- 
tional Associations of U. S., American Booktrade Directory, 
Public Affairs Information Service, and special directories), 
with of course some exceptions. For instance we have 
omitted the majority of: 1. Travel agencies (list available 
in our Picture File, p. 3-5); 2. Picture agencies (Picture 
File, p. 6-9) ; 3. Book publishers (in U. S. Catalog; Amert- 
can Booktrade Directory); 4, 5, 6, 7, Religious societies, 
Foundations, Political organizations, Educational associa- 
tions (found in various periodical indexes). We have not 
included many college and university presses, except for 
extension work, and agricultural colleges. There are some 
few exceptions to the above omissions where names have 
been included in our list because of their special pamphlet 
coverage. Compared with 4,000 trade, professional, civic 
and other associations included in Judkins’ work, however, 
our small list of over 660 can only be called a “Partial List.” 


“Subject Index” 


In connection with our “Partial List of Organizations 
.’ we have added a new feature which we hope will 

be of real value. This is a “Subject Index,” covering a 
sampling of pamphlet subjects issued by these organiza- 
tions. It should be useful not only to hbrarians who want 
to bring their files up-to-date with good, new material, but 
also to librarians who wish to start a pamphlet file. 

We repeat, however, that we give no “blanket endorse- 
ment’”’ to all pamphlets published by all agencies listed, be- 
cause it was physically impossible to examine all publica- 
tions issued by these agencies. 

The main tools of pamphlet buying are, of course, the 
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published bibliographical sources: Comprehensive publica- 
tion lists, Pamphlet services, Periodicals and their indexes, 
Federal and State government document lists, Published 
bibliographies of pamphlets. We shall try to outline these 
Bibliographical Sources at this time.

III. PERIODICALS AND THEIR INDEXES 


The special periodical indexes are valuable for “con- 
tinuation” pamphlet publications such as Proceed- 
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ings, Reports, Yearbooks. Documents on special 
subjects can also be selected from such indexes, as 
well as Extension and Experiment Station publica- 
tions and occasional literature. Such indexes in- 
clude: Agriculture Index; Bibliographic Index; Ed- 
ucation Index; Industrial Arts Index ; Occupational 
Index; Public Affairs Information Service. 


PERIODICALS WITH PAMPHLET LISTS 


This is by no means a complete list, but we believe 
that no other similar list exists at this time. Inclu- 
sion was based on two main factors: regular listing 
which included a sizable number of pamphlets, and 
availability of magazines as judged by representa- 
tive libraries in area. We do not, however, give a 
blanket endorsement to all pamphlets listed in all of 
these periodicals.

V. ‘BIBLIOGRAPHIES OF PAMPHLETS 


Bibliographies of pamphlets are also found in books, 
magazine articles and pamphlets. Many books of

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3. PROPAGANDA 


One of the most important considerations, if not the most 
important, in the selection of pamphlets is the ability of the 
librarian to recognize propaganda. Today’s propaganda is 
not the blatant, crudely-headlined pamphlet printed on cheap 
paper that it was yesterday; instead it is attractively pre- 
pared, well-illustrated and issued by firms that publish 90% 
harmless pamphlets to gain public good-will and trust. 
They “slip in” 10% propaganda and therefore it is not 
recognized. 

As other librarians, we, too were unable to detect propa- 
ganda and so consulted professional advice (see FORE- 
WORD) before writing this section. We have read the 
recommended literature, scanned the “un-American activ- 
ities” reports, and tried to understand. When one libra- 
rian (in charge of her library’s pamphlet collection) talked 
to us recently about the subject, we told her just what we 
tell you here: READ AND LEARN, consult your con- 
gressmen and send for free state and government literature 
on un-American investigations. 

While librarians have always guarded their “intellectual 
freedom” very carefully, nevertheless they should ask them- 
selves aren’t “reliability of facts” and “intellectual value” 
also important for libraries to consider? Isn’t freedom a 
relative matter? Doesn’t society restrict the freedom of a 
criminal when he violates its code? 

An excellent article in the American Legion Magazine ? 
makes the point clear: “In the library of a middlewestern 
state university, communist publications — pure propaganda, 
of no intellectual value — were prominently displayed as if 
they were reliable data. Would the equally fantastic “litera- 
ture” of the Ku Klux Klan have been so displayed? Con- 
sider the intellectual worth of such statements as these: 
“That the Americans have committed this new crime is an 
established fact. Every day brings fresh reports of ... 
American planes scattering insects, food . . . infected with 
disease germs. Plague, cholera, typhus have been enlisted as

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allies by the Americans.” Or: “The Volunteers soon began 
to feel that many of the G. I.’s were cowards and inhuman. 
The cowardice at least could be understood, for the Ameri- 
cans were the hated invaders of a tiny nation thousands of 
miles from the U. S. with no cause or ideal to inspire them 
to fight bravely.” . .. So the American Communists, from 
New York City, spoke to students for whom their fellow 
Americans were fighting and dying, and the library thought 
it intellectually sound! ... my point is that our colleges 
should know what is being done by the hidden enemy, should 
watch the manipulation of the Left Hand.” 

Some years ago, just previous to World War II, one 
librarian warned other librarians of the dangers of propa- 
ganda. His words are just as good today, altho the propa- 
ganda of today is of slightly different nature: ? “For those 
of us who have much to do with vertical files that are 
really used — and that applies to college, school, and public 
libraries equally — we cannot help but realize how important 
this matter of propaganda is in the realm of pamphlets, since 
pamphlets are doubtless the most forceful medium of ex- 
pression for the person or group with an axe to grind or 
with a program to promulgate. In short, pamphlets seem 
to have been especially created for the doctrinaire who must 
answer that basic human urge to “put it in print and pass it 
around.” 

“Thus, the messages of advice in the matter of being 
vigilant in presenting both sides of every controversial 
issue must be taken to heart by the vertical file librarian 
even more seriously than by the librarian who selects the 
books for the main collection. 

“However, although we assume that the reference libra- 
rian need never be at a loss to know how to maintain his 
pamphlet file according to the highest standards, is it pos- 
sible to say that the problem thus comes to an end?... 
Does the reference file in your own library represent a 
consistent policy of careful selection, REGULAR weeding, 
and discriminate balance in all subjects? Were we to take 
a census today, how many pamphlet files would fall short of 
the marks set for them?

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“Even though the reference librarian maintains a regular 
policy of checking one or two of the current bibliographies, 
still the bulk, perhaps 90 per cent, of the contents of his file 
will usually be made up of unsolicited gift pamphlets from 
“interest” organizations. Day after day the flood of gifts 
arrives. 

“A word of warning to the reader in passing out the 
controversial folder should take care of the situation,” he 
concludes,* Or would it not be even safer to insert a con- 
spicuous note in these “hot” folders with some message like 
nb? 


PLEASEPNOTE 

“The contents of this folder consist largely of unso- 
licited literature sent to the library free of charge. For 
this reason it is likely that a large proportion of the 
pamphlets are written and distributed by organizations 
having a more than ordinary interest in the subject, one 
way or the other. The user of this folder is reminded, 
therefore, to be on the alert for partisan, biased, and 
misleading information.” 


Controversial Subjects 


What pamphlet subjects are most likely to be controver- 
sial, and which folders should be thus marked? The libra- 
rian would do well to read and digest J. Edgar Hoover’s 
“Double Talk Dictionary” ® which first appeared in 1950 
and has since been reprinted, and then watch for the words 
and phrases which the Communists use and misuse, such as 
peace, justice, democracy, etc. Controversial subjects may 
also be found in debate manuals, and the librarian should 
certainly cover both sides of every debatable, modern ques- 
tion such as Taft-Hartley Act, 1947, World Federation, etc. 

Here are some “social problem headings” under which 
propaganda might appear, since “bigotry” is often disguised 
in pamphlets as the white man’s lack of “brotherhood” and

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“tolerance,” and these subjects are typical of those subjects 
which are often misused to inflame class warfare and re- 
ligious feeling: Anti-Semitism, Brotherhood of Man, Ca- 
tholicism, Censorship, Civil Rights, Discrimination, Free 
Speech, Freedom of the Press, Genocide, Human Relations, 
Indians, Jews, Minorities, Negroes, Race problems, Social 
Action, Tolerance, Zionism. 

The social science pamphlets are especially prone to con- 
tain material of this nature, the experts tell us, and should 
be carefully screened. Textbooks, novels and other works 
covering social science subjects have been cited by many 
investigating committees, and the authors of these books are 
often found writing pamphlets. Names of these authors and 
the organizations they represent may be found in state and 
national reports available free from your congressmen, so 
the librarian has no excuse for ignorance. An example of 
such a report is the excellent Fourth Report, Un-American 
Activities in California, entitled Communist Front Organi- 
zations,” which is invaluable to the conscientious librarian 
who wants to understand propaganda. 


Education 


Pamphlets on controversial educational subjects should 
also be carefully considered lest the librarian include and 
display one-sided material, or overemphasize such contro- 
versy. A few of the subjects which are likely to be misused 
include: Academic freedom, Intercultural education, Loyalty 
oaths, Progressive education, UNESCO, Workshops, 
Youth. 

One librarian of a large university library was recently 
questioned by the California Senate Investigating Commit- 
tee on Education, regarding a display of controversial edu- 
cational material on the university library bulletin board. 
A full report of the incident may be read in the 10th Report 
of the Committee. All pamphlet librarians would be wise

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if they studied this Report on Education, as well as the 
other 9 Reports,’ available free of charge. 

Lists of associations that issue slanted material, not only 
in California, but throughout the U. S., will be found in 
these reports, and they are invaluable to the librarian who 
hopelessly cries: ‘““How can I distinguish ‘educational’ prop- 
aganda? The terminology is so confusing.” As the traffic 
court officer tells you when you pay your fine: “Ignorance of 
the law is no excuse.” READ AND LEARN. 


Economics and Politics 


Economics and politics come in for a king-size share of 
propaganda, and usually this type is the easiest to recognize, 
but not always. Sometimes the pamphlets propagandize by 
omission. For instance, one pamphlet told of the aggres- 
sive expansion policies of the various countries through the 
ages: United States, Great Britain, Germany and many 
others were included, but never a word about Russia! 
Here is a sampling of subjects which should be watched: 
Capitalism, Collectivism, Communism, Conscientious ob- 
jectors, Fascism, Immigration and emigration, International 
relations, International cooperation, Labor, Migratory 
workers, Peace, Russia, Socialism, Taft-Hartley Act, 1947, 
World Federation. 

Political pamphlets are the subject of a good article 
written during the war by two librarians:* “The pam- 
phleteer has always altered the design of his wares to suit 
the issues of the times. Among the latter have been 
economic maladjustment; religious liberty; and slavery 
with its noncomitant economic and moral aspects. The 
subject categories of education; labor; philosophy; and 
socialism have also been invaded. Moreover the political 
pamphlet serves frequently a dual purpose —to proclaim 
the attributes of one cause, and to denounce all others as 
vicious evils. Characteristic, too, are its anonymity; emo- 
tional intensity; brevity; cheapness; and simplicity of liter-

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ary form. And in the pamphlet collection under considera- 
tion, if the difference is only in the mode of transmission, 
the printed texts of radio broadcasts are identified as politi- 
cal pamphlets.” 


Summary 


A good summary of the dangers of propaganda in the 
pamphlet file and the need for alertness is given in an 
article in a recent Wilson Library Bulletin: ® “Often those 
who will not take time to read books will read brief pam- 
phlets. This type of reading can be very dangerous if all of 
it is of biased nature. No one will deny that the battle for 
the control of our thinking goes on constantly, especially in 
these times. Here the librarian may play an important role 
in keeping balance in the pamphlet collection. 

“The librarian must be ever on the alert in regard to all 
the free material with which libraries are flooded these 
days. Nearly all of it is published to promote the interests 
of the organization that issues it . . . 

“We all know what happens when the youth of a country 
can be indoctrinated with knowledge slanted in one direction. 

“Librarians must ever be alert to the need of keeping 
material in the pamphlet file balanced. This means that 
student help cannot be used in selecting the items to be 
included. Care must be exercised in ordering, or, in the 
case of free material, in selecting the items to be included in 
the file. A fine practice advocated by some librarians is to 
include on folders of certain subjects, if folders are used, a 
notation that the reader should watch for bias in the presen- 
tation of material. If folders are not used, the librarian 
should form the habit of counseling students to watch for 
bias and should be ready to give materials on both sides of a 
question.”

CHAPTER II 
Clippings 


What and how many newspapers to clip depends entirely 
upon the individual library. The probable use of such 
clippings, together with the time and assistance available for 
the task are the determinants of the situation. 


1. LOCAL FILE ESSENTIAL 


The chief purpose of newspaper clippings is to preserve 
local material of current or lasting interest. In the opinion 
of the writer the first choice of a newspaper to be clipped, 
therefore, is the best local newspaper. Material pertaining 
to city, county and state will be useful in any library, and 
thus every library should have some sort of local file, no 
matter how small. 

The library which has greater need of clippings and has 
the time and personnel available for this work may choose to 
clip several papers, as well as some duplicate magazines. 
The Christian Science Momtor .is a good second-choice 
because of the excellence of its general articles, many of 
which are of permanent value. Another choice would be a 
newspaper published at the state capital, which would con- 
tribute essential facts pertaining to state legislation, etc. 
We.do not recommend clipping the New York Times, how- 
ever, because of its comprehensive index. 

Too much clipping of newspapers should be avoided, 
however. “Clippings should be collected discreetly.” That 
is, they should supplement books and pamphlets rather than 
substitute for them.” says one writer.t ‘“The reasons for 
this being that clippings are apt to be less authoritative than 
books and though clippings cost less in money, they cost 
much in time required for gathering, sorting and preparing 
them for use.” 

In clipping local material, biographical and _ historical

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articles are of primary value because this sort of supple- 
mentary information is always usable and not likely to be 
duplicated. A file of current clubs and officers should be 
maintained, but sometimes this is better kept on cards at 
the reference desk. A careful check of SUBDIVISIONS 
FOR LOCAL MATERIAL, in Supplement I, will reveal 
the sort of information that should be clipped. Sunday sup- 
plements and special annual issues of local papers often 
contain invaluable descriptive material. We know of one 
large library that maintains a file containing not only histori- 
cal information about its own city and county but about 
surrounding cities and counties as well. This library 
believes that the small community libraries do not have 
adequate staffs to build up such a library for themselves, 
and that some central collection is needed. 


2. MAGAZINES 


One must exercise discrimination in clipping magazines, 
perhaps even more so than in newspapers, as it is a tempta- 
tion to clip too much because of the attractiveness of the | 
articles, illustrations, etc. The chief rule to remember is: 
clip only the subjects which indexes will not locate, or ma- 
terial for which there is a great demand. To this we make 
one exception: material of a temporary nature can be 
clipped to satisfy a temporary demand and later can be 
discarded. 

Small libraries, however, that cannot afford to spend much 
money for pamphlets and have few indexes would do well to 
clear out their space-taking files of unbound magazines and 
clip duplicates and others they do not intend to bind. Al- 
most any magazine that is worth keeping has at least a few 
articles of reference value. Articles on a similar subject can 
be stapled together, if necessary, if each is properly marked 
(see Marking, below). In clipping magazines, it is often 
expedient to clip certain sections such as “What’s New in 
Medicine,” “Science,” etc. as material for students’ themes 
and outside reading. Material suitable for club programs 
and holidays is in constant demand. Hobbies are always 
worth saving; jokes and cartoons should be clipped spar- 
ingly. 
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There are many magazines good for clipping, and such 
clipping should be done in connection with the Picture 
File, also. In addition to the fifty-three periodicals recom- 
mended for clipping pictures, as listed in our Picture File, 
there are many others suitable for the pamphlet file, includ- 
ing the following which cover many subjects: 


American Magazine (hobbies, genera! interest) 

Better Homes and Gardens (home and garden, holi- 
days ) | 

Coronet (general interest, photography ) 

Ford Times (travel, inns) 

News-Week (biography, science, temporary current 
events ) 

Parent’s Magazine (children, holidays, entertaining ) 

Reader’s Digest (general articles, special departments ) 

Saturday Review of Literature (biography, literature, 
cartoons ) 

Sunset (travel, western horticulture) 

Time (biography, science, temporary current events) 


Sample copies of magazines are also worth examination 
with the information file in mind. This is especially true 
of house organs and other trade magazines which often con- 
tain a wealth of unindexed material. Take a second glance 
at that sample before you toss it into the wastebasket ! 


3. MARKING 


The librarian who has charge of the pamphlet file should 
direct the marking of newspapers and magazines for clipping 
because it is she’ who is most familiar with the subjects 
needed and policies of selection. In the case of newspapers, 
each page must be scanned and then the articles selected 
should be marked with brackets at the top by means of a 
colored pencil. At the top of the front page, the list of 
pages marked, e.g. pp. 1, 3, 5, 30 should be listed, for the 
convenience of the person who clips the articles. 

When marking magazines, the contents should be rapidly

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scanned and important articles wanted should be indicated 
by paper clips. 


4. CUTTING 


A page or junior assistant may be trained to do the 
cutting and will need only be instructed on a few points. 
Before cutting an article, the date, page and source should 
be penciled in at the top of the beginning column. Con- 
tinued articles should be carefully followed and fastened to- 
gether with paper clips, to be stapled later. It is scarcely 
necessary to state that all cutting should be neat and straight. 
After a magazine or newspaper is clipped, the numbers on 
the front sheet should be scratched and the remainder of the 
issue immediately destroyed. 


5. MOUNTING 


“To mount or not to mount” often puzzles the librarian. 
Our recommendation is to mount all newspaper clippings 
that are of historical value or will be greatly used; staple 
together and put into folders all magazine clippings which 
are too large or lengthy to mount; use envelopes for clip- 
pings of temporary or unproved value. 

“Until you have learned by experience,” one librarian 
agrees with our last point,? “that a particular type of 
clipping will be subject to heavy demand, it is unwise to 
take the time for mounting. Insertion in an envelope or 
folder will do. Manila envelopes that have come through 
the mail with magazines or pamphlets are very satisfactory 
for this purpose. Clippings should be grouped according 
to subject before being put into the envelopes, which have 
been plainly marked .. .” 

Clippings should be mounted on a good grade of paper, 
but not necessarily a heavy grade; good onion-skin may be 
used. It has been proved that cheap paper is not satisfac- 
tory, especially for clippings that are to be kept permanently. 
It cracks and falls apart and thus is not recommended. 
The mounting should be carefully done, leaving some space 
at the top, especially the upper left-hand corner for the 
subject heading. Usually four column-widths of newspaper

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may be mounted on one page. Long articles may be 
mounted on several sheets and then the sheets fastened 
together with a staple. For labeling clippings, follow the 
same routine outlined for regular pamphlets as outlined in 
CHAPTER II, PAMPHLET HEADINGS. 


6. SUMMARY 


Thus, to summarize the procedure for the inclusion of 
clippings in the pamphlet file, may we say simply this: build 
up a good local file first, and then clip a few periodicals if 
you have the time and your file needs the material. Be 
consistent in your routine and you will eventually have a 
worthwhile, usable supplementary collection of clippings of 
permanent value in your pamphlet file. 


CLEAR LE R ELLE 
Pamphlet Headings 


Pamphlets and clippings should be treated in a similar 
manner and placed in a common file. A separate file of 
clippings would be awkward to use and is entirely unneces- 
sary. Therefore the rules and directions regarding stamp- 
ing, headings, etc., apply to both pamphlets and clippings. 


1. MECHANICS 


For convenience in placing headings on pamphlets, the 
use of rubber stamps is recommended. A library can have 
several made for a nominal sum and they help a great deal 
in the process. There are many variations of the pamphlet 
collection stamp which are equally suitable, as follows: 


es OAV ipsd aie 
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A date stamp is a necessity in pamphlet processing, in 
order to date the receipt of pamphlets which is an important 
factor in revising or weeding the file. 

The pamphlet stamp is imprinted horizontally in the upper 
left hand corner of the pamphlet, allowing sufficient space 
for the heading to be written, but the date stamp is usually 
made vertically along the left edge of the pamphlet. 

The heading should be lettered in pencil, rather than in 
ink, because many times it is necessary to change headings 
after their use has shown a new interpretation, or a further 
subdivision becomes advantageous. 


2. GENERAL RULES 


Pamphlet headings should be very simple. Very few sub- 
divisions are necessary, and in most cases they should be 
avoided. The pamphlet should be studied and scanned care- 
fully, because pamphlet titles are often deceptive. The best 
probable use of the pamphlet must be considered and this 
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factor should determine the best heading. Heading must be 
consistent and uniform. Never put duplicate copies of the 
same pamphlet under different headings, no matter how 
much you are tempted, and avoid headings that are too 
similar. 

As in the case of a picture file, a card record of pamphlet 
headings should be kept. This is extra work but is well 
worth the trouble in the end. In this card record will be 
placed “see” and “see also” references, which are of course 
essential in any subject heading work. “See” references are 
used to show that there is nothing under that subject, but 
that you should see another reference. Example: 


Porcelain, see 
Pottery 


The main entry here is Pottery. “See also” references, 
on the other hand, are used to show that there are other sim- 
ilar subjects or more specific subjects, e.g. : 


Accounting, see also 
Cost accounting 


Both are main entries in this instance. Sometimes the 
“see also” reference is a general one, as in this case: 


Diseases, see also 
Name of disease, e.g. Diabetes 


The entry form should follow standard library procedure 
of spacing, capitalization, etc. Thus the entire record will 
be uniform and standardized. However, that does not mean 
that such a card file cannot include clues to elusive mate- 
rial. As in the case of certain bulletins and numbered pro- 
ceedings, etc. (see CHAPTER IV, on CATALOGS AND 
REPORTS) a location record is important and this may 
well be incorporated in the subject heading file. The libra- 
rian should use cross-references generously, in order that 
a complete index of the pamphlet file is available on cards. 


3. SPECIAL PROBLEMS 


Headings and cross-references for local material (state, 
county and city) present the largest problem in pamphlet 
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headings. A list of SUBDIVISIONS FOR LOCAL 
MATERIAL: CITY, COUNTY AND STATE will be 
found in Supplement I. There should be three separate 
groups of headings (with appropriate subdivisions) for the 
state, county and city in which your library is located. Put 
all material pertaining to these places directly under the 
local heading, rather than the subject. It was our task, a 
few years ago, to accept a position in a library for the ex- 
press purpose of revising that library’s pamphlet file. We 
found hundreds of good local pamphlets buried under gen- 
eral subjects, and our first work was assembling these to- 
gether under the appropriate headings for their city, county 
and state. It was amazing how useful this change immedi- 
ately proved, and the circulation of such pamphlets in- 
creased almost 100%. Sometimes it seems rather difficult 
to do, as it differs from the usual catalog practice, but the 
usefulness of such a file proves its worth. 

For instance, put pamphlets under California — Taxation, 
rather than Taxation — California. From your subject 
heading Taxation, then, make a cross-reference card in your 
subject heading file, as follows: 


Taxation, see also 
California — Taxation 


The same procedure applies to county and city pamphlets. 
Sometimes it seems like a duplication of effort and unnec- 
essary work to make so many cross-references, but remem- 
ber you are not the only user of the file, therefore you must 
make it “fool-proof.” 


4. INCLUSIONS AND EXCLUSIONS 


This edition of our “Pamphlet File’ contains some differ- 
ences from the early edition. Experience with various 
pamphlet collections has shown us that certain new inclu- 
sions should be made, as well as certain exclusions. 

In the first place, we have excluded all names of organiza- 
tions, corporations, etc. as subject headings, with a very 
few exceptions, such as American Red Cross. Since most 
of these organizations were originally listed because of their 
reports or historical summaries received (no general sub- 
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jects under these headings), we felt that such listing was 
really not essential in our list of headings, as each library 
would vary according to the reports received in that library. 
Many of these organizations are included in our PARTIAL 
LIST:“OF) ORGANIZATIONS, (ETC, THAT Sis eee 
PAMPHLETS, in Supplement IT. 

Geographical headings are included in our new list of 
pamphlet headings, for the convenience of the librarian. 
Formerly we had listed them only in our Picture File? 
but had not included them with the pamphlets because we 
thought it a duplication of effort. But since not all li- 
braries maintain a picture collection and are thus unfamiliar 
with the geographical headings used, we decided to include 
them in this edition of The Pamphlet File, for the con- 
venience of the pamphlet librarian. We have consulted the 
latest atlases for names of new states and geographical di- 
visions, and have endeavored to include the majority of 
countries, islands, etc., but we make no claim for absolute 
completeness. 

We have excluded most of the form subdivisions found in 
our earlier work, although sometimes included a few which 
we thought of sufficient importance to that particular subject. 
Form divisions which we have largely excluded in this edi- 
tion are: Description and travel, Economic conditions, Fi- 
nance, History, Politics and government, Social life and 
customs, Study and Teaching, etc. 


5. NEW HEADINGS 


In addition to the various changes in headings men- 
tioned, we have included many headings which are entirely 
new, subjects that have assumed new importance in the last 
few years, as well as distinctly new topics. We cannot take 
the space to list these headings but here are a few samples 
of the new headings taken from the “A” section of our LIST 
OF PAMPHLET HEADINGS.

As stated in the FOREWORD, we have over 2,000 sub- 
ject headings in our new work, as compared to 1468 in the 
earlier edition. And no doubt you will add many more new 
ones, as you expand your pamphlet file along with the times. 


6. OTHER SOURCES FOR HEADINGS 


Since our Pamphlet File makes no claim for absolute 
completeness, but is intended, rather, for the medium-sized 
school, college and public library, we are glad to recom- 
mend other sources for subject headings: 


I. PERIODICAL INDEXES 


Reader’s Guide for most general headings, but In- 
dustrial Arts, P.A.I.S., Education Index, Art Index 
are likewise adaptable. New York Times good for 
very new material, not yet found in magazines. 


[IPeGENERAG SUBJECT HEADING “LISTS”: 


Sears and Monroe’s List of Subject headings for 
small libraries, along with the large and complete Li- 
brary of Congress and A.L.A. Lists, may be used as 
a supplementary tool. Ball’s Subject headings for 
the information file is pertinent, and for children’s 
pamphlets, the librarian may employ Smith’s Subject 
headings for children’s books. 

Special Library Association’s Classification commit- 
tee has collected Classification schemes and subject 
heading lists, loan collection, compiled by Isabel L. 
Towner. This is a general list to be used in connec- 
tion with the Special Subject Heading “Lists” noted 
in the next section.

CHAP ILE RG, 
Weeding: Catalogs and Reports 


The process of weeding means, of course, the discarding 
of pamphlets that are no longer useful because they are out- 
of-date, no longer needed, or replaced by better material 
in books. The vertical file should be overhauled thoroughly 
at least once a year, oftener if possible. 


1. REVISION 


It is our opinion that weeding should be a continuous . 
process, or perhaps we should call in “revision.” When- 
ever new pamphlets are added to the file, it would be well 
if the librarian would glance through the pamphlets on the 
same subject, and discard those pamphlets which are re- 
placed by the newer, better material. We have discussed 
balance of material in CHAPTER I, SELECTION, as well 
as propaganda, so we shall not elaborate on this phase of the 
subject. But alertness in careful weeding is a necessary 
quality for the pamphlet librarian. “It should not be as- 
signed to student assistants,’* says one college librarian 
about weeding, “for only persons trained in handling the col- 
lection and in working with the students and faculty would 
know how best to weed a collection. When it is impos- 
sible to find time to check the whole collection even once 
a year, the librarian or one of the assistant librarians 
should. weed at least those parts of it that seem particularly 
crowded. Collections of state and local material should be 
kept intact because of the special value of such material 
for state and lacal history. 

“Other fields which. should not be discarded are those in 
which the book collection is weak, those needed by faculty 
members for the reserve shelf from time to time, and items 
not to be found elsewhere. Otherwise the collection should 
be pruned severely and as often as time permits. A record

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should be kept of the number of pamphlets discarded so 
that at all times an estimate of the total holdings is available. 
In our library discarded pamphlets are so marked and are 
put on a rack of materials free to students.” 


2. CATALOGS AND REPORTS 


A definite policy should be decided upon and maintained, 
in the case of catalogs and reports. Shall they be included 
in the pamphlet file, and if so how long shall they be kept, 
are questions to be answered. In the case of college cata- 
logs, we suggest that you exclude them, unless the library 
receives less than half a dozen per year. They are bulky 
and soon fill up a vertical file. It is recommended that they 
be shelved in alphabetical order by name of college, on regu- 
lar bookshelves, 

In the case of publishers’ catalogs, with certain exceptions 
they are usually kept in the order department, so therefore 
they present no problem. In regard to other forms of cata- 
logs, such as seed catalogs, etc., the library must make its 
own decision according to space available and demand for 
such material. 

Reports constitute another problem. Here the question 
of cataloging enters in, which presents a new factor to be 
considered. Shall reports be treated as books and be cata- 
loged as continuations, shall they be shelved with periodicals, 
or kept in the vertical file with pamphlets? Here again it 
is a case for the individual library to decide, because any one 
or all three of the three methods can be used, depending on 
the report or proceeding. Many government document re- 
ports are of sufficient value to catalog and of course certain 
series are regularly bound. Then there are proceedings of 
societies, etc. that are better kept with the periodicals since 
they are indexed in periodical indexes. 

For annual reports that have current value only or whose 
importance has not yet been established, the pamphlet file 
is the solution. However, three considerations should be 
observed. In the first place, in the case of annual reports 
of temporary value, retain only the latest year. In order 
to keep up to date, check your mailing list of such societies, 
etc. every year, in order that it is active. Secondly, in the 
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case of bulletins and numbered proceedings, it is wise to 
keep a special card-record, showing their location in the 
file. Otherwise they will not easily be located. In the 
third place, a careful selection policy must be observed in 
the acceptance of catalogs and reports, as in the case of 
pamphlets. If you do not wish to include the pamphlets of 
a certain association or agency, why should you give room 
to its annual report? A careful checking of all organiza- 
tions, as suggested in the section on Propaganda, is again 
emphasized.

Storage and Circulation 


There are three methods of storing pamphlets — in 
pamphlet boxes, on regular shelves cataloged as books, and 
in vertical files or other cabinets. Since the latter is the 
method most popular in libraries today, we shall consider 
it first. 


1. VERTICAL FILE 


Although we consider a vertical file as a wood or steel 
cabinet, broadly speaking it can include folders or envelopes 
arranged in an upright position in a box, drawer or tray. 
Many libraries hesitate to start a pamphlet collection be- 
cause of lack of financial means to buy a vertical file; they 
feel that without a standard cabinet such an undertaking 
would be impossible. This is untrue, however, because 
orange crates or apple boxes can provide a good beginning 
for such a collection, especially in a small school library 
where the needs will necessarily be small. 

If a vertical file cabinet is feasible, however, the librarian 
should know that such files are built for expansion and in- 
dividual units may be purchased separately. They usually 
consist of four drawers per unit. There are many styles 
and types of cabinets available — wood and steel, in both 
letter and legal size. Some librarians prefer to match 
their shelves, while others choose for various other reasons. 

There are many library furniture-supply houses which 
will furnish catalogs and prices on such files, including Gay- 
lord, Library Service, Remington-Rand, etc. The Hobart 
Cabinet Co. of Troy, Ohio, also offers an “Economy Steel 
Cabinet’’ consisting of 27 drawers 12” x 9” < 3” each, and 
several units may be used together. Folders need not be 
used and it is very reasonably priced. The writer used such 
a file successfully in one library which did not have a verti- 
cal file. 
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Dictionary Arrangement 


A vertical file is suitable for a dictionary arrangement of 
pamphlets, which method is of course the most easy and con- 
venient for staff and patrons alike. Many libraries assign 
an arbitrary classification number to pamphlets but still file 
alphabetically under subjects. In the writer’s opinion, clas- 
sification of pamphlets in the vertical file is a burdensome 
procedure, entirely unnecessary. 

To summarize the advantages of a vertical file, we list the 
following : 


1. Dictionary arrangement, for simple preparation 
2. Economy of space 
3. Simplicity and convenience of use 


Other advantages named by libraries include the ease of 
filing pamphlets, the elasticity of the system, and the co- 
ordination of related material. 


Guides and Folders 


There are many different kinds of vertical file equipment 
available, but for our purpose we shall describe only two — 
euides and folders. We recommend metal-tab guides for 
the alphabet letter and main subject divisions, and heavy 
manila folders for the pamphlets. Envelopes are not de- 
sirable for pamphlets, as a general rule, because of their 
inconvenience to use. In choosing pamphlet folders, how- 
ever, always be sure that they are of excellent quality paper, 
because otherwise they will crack and deteriorate quickly. 

Small pamphlets may be placed upright in double rows 
in each individual subject folder and large ones horizontally. 
The latter should all be placed in the same position (reading 
from left to right), because it makes the file easier to use. 


Type of Heading 
Headings for folders may be one-of two types — either 
lettered neatly in black ink, or typed on slips (especially pro- 
vided for that purpose) and pasted onto the folder. Typed 
headings give the file a neat, professional appearance, while 
lettered headings are easier and quicker to prepare and to 
read. It is a matter for the individual library to decide. 
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Other Storage Methods 


Since the purpose of this book is the preparation of pam- 
phlets primarily for a Vertical File, with headings listed 
for this method, we shall not deal with other methods in 
detail such as pamphlet boxes. As we have stated in our 
chapter on WEEDING, certain catalogs and documents 
have their place in pamphlet boxes. But in recent years 
the tendency has been for libraries to use the vertical file 
for the majority of uncataloged pamphlets, and abandon 
the partial classification of pamphlets and storage in boxes. 

The cataloging of certain pamphlets, however, is a real 
consideration in any work on pamphlet preparation. Pam- 
phlets of permanent value which supplement or fill in lacks 
of the book collection should certainly be cataloged. They 
may be placed in special pamphlet board-covers, designed 
for this purpose, and thus take on the appearance of books. 
Sometimes a pamphlet that has proven its value in the pam- 
phlet file may be withdrawn and cataloged; we recommend 
that a duplicate be purchased. The reference librarian 
could well list such pamphlets and recommend their dupli- 
cate purchase to the order librarian. 


2. CIRCULATION OF PAMPHLETS 


The routine for the circulation of uncataloged pamphlets 
is very similar to that used for the circulation of books. 
They are stamped with the date due on the back of the 
pamphlet and also on the pamphlet card. Permanent cards 
are like those used for pictures and may be simply labeled 
according to the card illustrated on page 40. 

The cards are not kept with the individual pamphlets, 
however, but rather are placed at the desk to be used again 
—one card for each person’s charge. For instance, one 
reader may take out six pamphlets on six different subjects, 
but they are all recorded on one pamphlet card. The num- 
ber of pamphlets to be issued to one person and the time 
limit to be set are matters of individual library procedure. 
They are decided by the use of the file and the number of 
pamphlets available.

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Other Metheds and Short-cuts 


The use of charging machines may alter the system. of 
pamphlet circulation and of course many small libraries have 
worked out their own different methods and _ short-cuts. 
One article,’ written several years ago but still apropos, 
describes one of these: “For circulation of material from 
the vertical file, all large envelopes in which periodicals 
and pamphlets are delivered to the library are kept at the 
circulating desk. Cards similar to those used for periodi- 
cals, except for another color, with the heading “Vertical 
File” are kept on file at the desk. In the Greenville (S.C.) 
Public Library, all material, except that marked not to circu- 
late, may be taken from the vertical file for a period of 
seven days without privilege of renewal. When the reader 
presents material from the vertical file, a list of the subjects 
with number of clippings or pamphlets on each subject is 
made on one of the vertical file cards. The reader is then 
asked to write his name, library number of both, according 
to library policy, below the charge. This charge is re- 
peated on one of the brown envelopes, selected to correspond 
in size with the material being taken, and a circle drawn on 
the envelope to enclose the charge. The date due is then 
stamped beside the name of the reader on the vertical file 
card and within the circle on the envelope in which the 
material is taken. The reader is cautioned to return the 
vertical file material in the same envelope and to use the 
charge on the envelope to check on material being returned. 
The vertical file cards are held for count and to be filed in 
the date due file for the corresponding date. 

“When the vertical file material is returned to the library, 
the assistant searches under date due for the vertical file 
card on which the charge tallies with that on the envelope. 
If all material is present, the card returns to the file on the 
desk and the material is routed for filing in the vertical 
file. Otherwise, the vertical file card, with indication as 
to what material is still to be returned, goes back into the 
date due file to await return of other material or to be

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treated as overdue ... The methods outlined above are 
simple, inexpensive and effective.” 


Identification of Pamphlets 


The identification of pamphlets sometimes involves prob- 
lems, especially when there is some question as to their re- 
turn. One school librarian tells us how she solves this 
problem:? “We have solved the problem of identification 
by the simple expedient of assigning a number (like an 
accession number) to each piece of material that goes into 
the pamphlet file... 

“When a borrower takes out several pamphlets with the 
same subject heading, they are all charged on the same 
charge card by listing the numbers of the different pam- 
phlets. When the material is returned it is discharged by 
crossing off the numbers on the charge card which corre- 
spond to the numbers on the pamphlets returned. If the 
pamphlets are not all returned at once, the charge card is 
put back under the date due until the rest of the material 
is returned ... The method has been used here for eight 
or nine years, and we have found it satisfactory as well as 
simple.”

CHAPTER VI 
Uses: Publicity 


The uses of the pamphlet collection are many and varied. 
The popularity of certain subjects varies in different types 
of libraries, according to the patrons of that library. There 
are certain uses of this material, nevertheless, that may ap- 
ply to all libraries. 


1. GENERAL USES 


As we have stated before, the pamphlet file supplements 
the book collection, making the very latest material avail- 
able to the library. This is especially important in refer- 
ence work, where questions are asked daily in which such 
material is needed. Biographies, holidays, vocations, hob- 
bies, current events, local history —these are only a few | 
of the general subjects requested, for which we may turn 
to the pamphlet file. Then, too, when there is a “run” on 
periodical literature for a certain subject of timely interest, 
the pamphlet file can be used to supplement periodical 
literature. 


School and College Libraries 


School and college libraries have similar uses for the 
pamphlet file, so in this instance they will be discussed to- 
gether. Although topics assigned to college and high school 
students differ materially, the general purposes are very 
much the same. Material for debates, special reports, term 
papers, etc. may all be supplied from the pamphlet file. 
One college reference librarian expresses it thus:1! “In a 
small college library with a limited number of reference 
volumes, pamphlets can well supplement the book collec- 
tion. Summer statistics for 1950 at this library indicate 
a representative per cent of questions found solution in the 
pamphlet collection. Popular in appeal and preferred by

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students, pamphlets should not be taken lightly as to re- 
source value to research students and workers.” 

The librarian should be familiar not only with various 
courses offered in the curriculum, but also with the different 
assignments given out, whenever this is possible. In a 
school library this is a much easier matter than in a college 
or university library. The present trend in higher educa- 
tion, however, is a far closer cooperation between librarians 
and professors in regard to knowledge of subjects offered, 
and assignments. Methods of acquainting the teachers and 
professors with the pamphlet file will be discussed later 
under the head of “Publicity.” 

In the case of school libraries, sometimes departments 
build up their own separate pamphlet collections. This 
practice is not recommended, as the central library is the 
logical place for such a collection. “In a school with a 
library and librarian,” says one librarian,” “it makes for 
efficiency for all departments to turn over to the library 
such pamphlet material as they want the pupils to use for 
reference. Many departments overlap in their topics — 
food pamphlets are of interest to students of domestic sci- 
ence, of chemistry, and of biology. If pamphlets are kept 
in department libraries there is unnecessary duplication, or 
material is lacking which might have been available had 
one department known that the other department had it. 
It has meant no small sacrifice to the department to give up 
their treasures to this main collection in the school library, 
but they themselves have expressed their appreciation for 
the better organization and methods of the library for keep- 
ing track of such ephemeral material when lent to either 
pupils or teachers.” 


Public Libraries 


It is in the public library that we see the varied uses of 
the pamphlet collection. Because of the diversity of patrons’ 
interests, including those of professional and business men, 
homemakers, unemployed, students, and a great many mis-

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cellaneous readers, we have requests for every imaginable 
subject. 

Cookery, beauty hints, budgets and other household prob- 
lems including child care, interior decoration and consumer 
buying are only a few of the topics which homemakers may 
find of interest in the pamphlet file. The government pub- 
lishes many pamphlets which are not only authoritative, but 
contain the best material available on these subjects. With 
the continued interest in consumer buying and education, 
the family shopper is demanding the best in everything. In 
order to get the best, she must understand certain standards 
and specifications, and these should be available in the 
pamphlet file. 

Vocational pamphlets are in constant use not only by the 
student, but by the veteran. Since the war pamphlets on 
“Starting your own business” have been increasingly popu- 
lar with returned G. I.s, and have been worth their weight 
in gold. 

Valuable pamphlets are also available for the business- 
man and such pamphlets often form the beginning of a 
business collection. In emphasizing the value of such a col- 
lection, including pamphlets, the reference assistant in one 
public library expressed it thus:* “The initial expense and 
difficulties of setting up a special collection are not as great 
as might be anticipated. As a foundation there is the 
“Establishing and Operating” series published by the 
Foreign and Domestic Commerce Bureau of the U.S. Dept. 
of Commerce. These pamphlets offer information on organ- 
ization and management of various types of small business. 
Each booklet treats location, selection, record keeping, sales 
methods, financing, display, etc. In all, there are some 
forty different pamphlets available, none priced higher than 
eighty-five cents, with most types of retail establishment 
covered in the series. 

“Several excellent booklists and acquisition aids are avail- 
able from which selectively to acquire a working collection 
of business books and pamphlets ... Trade associations 

. and local chambers of commerce provide much free

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and inexpensive material. Examination of their catalogs 
will uncover much of infinite value and pertinence to the 
small businessman.” 


2. PAMPHLET READABILITY 


The increasing popularity of pamphlet material opens the 
door for studies of readability, and at least one survey has 
been made on the subject. This was a study of eleven 
pamphlets on home economics sampled by fifty freshman 
girls majoring in the subject at Ohio State university. The 
results were published in a recent article in the Occupa- 
tions magazine by the Assistant Jobs Editor of Charm mag- 
azine. She says:* ‘Most of us have looked through a 
folder of pamphlets from a library file on occupations and 
noticed some pamphlets well thumbed and dog-eared, and 
others, resting in the folder for as many months and cover- 
ing the same material, that still look new and unused. 

“What makes one pamphlet more popular than another? 
Apparently, subject matter isn’t the answer, since all the 
pamphlets in the folder cover the same ground. Nor is ade- 
quacy of coverage a complete answer. Some of the pam- 
phlets are not read even though they provide the best 
coverage of the subject.” 

In discussing the actual results of the Survey mentioned, 
the writer summarizes:° “The more popular pamphlet not 
only had more pictures; it also had more outlining, a less 
dense-appearing mass of type on the page, and a more 
“personal” writing style. This would indicate that any 
appraisal and rating of occupational information pamphlets 
will probably have to be based on several measures of dif- 
ferent aspects of style and format. 

“These results also indicate that the appearance of the 
pamphlet is a more important factor in influencing its popu- 
larity than many of us had believed. 

“We conclude that . . . the pamphlet that looked easy to 
read, and from which information could be easily obtained 
was the more popular one.”

The subject of readability in pamphlets is discussed from 
another angle, that of writing and publication, in a pam- 
phlet ® by Crosby issued a few years ago. It is worth the 
librarian’s attention. 


3. PUBLICITY 


Librarians are constantly working out interesting displays 
to feature pamphlets on all subjects. Exhibits, with books 
and pamphlets together, supplemented by posters and pic- 
tures, are also widely used. As in the case of the picture 
file, there is no use in building up a collection of material 
unless you advertise it effectively to your borrowers. Pub- 
licity by means of displays, exhibits, newspaper articles and 
feature stories are all means to this end. 

“Smaller, cheaper than books,’* says Marie Loiseaux, 
Editor of Wilson Library Bulletin and specialist in public 
relations, “pamphlets are quicker to write and print, and 
therefore far easier to keep up to the minute than books. 
In this scientific age, when minutes make differences in 
technical data, this is an important factor. Libraries have 
various ways of making pamphlets available, though gener- 
ally the public knows and uses them far less than the pam- 
phlets’ usefulness — and the readers’ needs — merit. Again, 
the public memory is short; we can never tell them often 
enough about these helpful, often overlooked aids.” 

“Attractive, provocative and informative as they are, 
pamphlets are nevertheless all too often left in their places 
in public libraries, where their charm and usefulness are 
hidden behind the bland facade of a filing cabinet,” states 
another librarian.® She then describes a twelve-month 
calendar of exhibits, allowing for fortnightly changes of 
pamphlet displays: “These are arranged by the use of a 
simple wooden rack, 16” high and 48” long, made by the 
janitor. It is placed between the main charging desk and 
the reading room to catch the attention of both incoming

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friends and browsing borrowers. Against a background of 
bright but suitable colored poster paper, even the most 
anemic pamphlet covers have attracted notice. At the base 
of the rack a printed sign announces: THESE MAY BE 
BORROWED FOR ONE WEEK. Across the top, vari- 
ous legends, selected for timeliness, take their turn in luring 
many an indifferent glance to profitable inspection. 

“At the end of a year’s trial, the measurable results of 
this scheme have been so satisfactory that its continuation 
is taken as a matter of course. Circulation statistics have 
soared most gratifyingly, far beyond records for previous 
years. It would seem that once the members of the public 
have been made conscious of these sources of information, 
they go directly to the vertical files themselves to augment 
regular reading matter.” 


Other Means of Publicity 


Another means of publicity, especially suitable for school 
and college libraries, is the sending of special lists of pam- 
phlets to teachers and professors. Go through your list of 
subject headings, copying those of special interest to certain 
departments. Type the list and label it in this manner: 


“Subjects Found in the Pamphlet File on : 


You will find that the teachers will be more than pleased 
with this information and glad to use it in making assign- 
ments. It is an excellent means of cooperation with the 
teaching staff. 

There are various outside sources which may benefit from 
announcements of your new pamphlets and which in turn 
will help advertise your collection. “Friends of the Li- 
brary,’ Historical societies, Garden clubs, Women’s clubs, 
and Civic organizations of all kinds are excellent sources. 

Posters and exhibits in public buildings, store-windows, 
flower shows, animal shows, fairs, etc. are also recom- 
mended. Sometimes library booths may be arranged at 
fairs, and these can well include new, bright pamphlets. 

Within the library, colored backgrounds and interesting 
captions help to “sell” pamphlets. Sometimes a bright new 
cover on a pamphlet will help. Call attention to new pam- 
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phlets at staff meetings, in order that all librarians become 
interested. “Catchy” phrases should be used with displays, 
such as the following: 


“Follow the Seasons with Pamphlets” 
“Good Things Come in Small Packages” 
“Learn and Earn with Pamphlets” 

“For Men Only” 

“Use Your Government” 

“Your City Takes Inventory” 
“Yesterday and Today’’ 

“Pamphlets for Young Moderns” 


Add pamphlets to all bibliographies prepared in the 
library, include them in booklists whenever possible, and do 
not forget to mention them on your radio and television 
programs. 


Collateral Reference Guides 


Some libraries use collateral reference guides in the card 
catalog to advertise their pamphlets. They read like this:

They are very useful and unify the book and pamphlet 
collections. There are certain difficulties to this system, 
however, which should be fully considered before adopting 
it. First of all, the subject headings for pamphlets are not 
always the same as those for books. The former are 
simpler and have fewer subdivisions. This causes a real 
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difficulty and involves cross-references. Secondly, the sys- 
tem involves the addition of new subject headings to the 
catalog, many of which are temporary. In the third place, 
inclusion means that revision and discarding must be kept 
up accurately, and whenever the pamphlet file has certain 
subjects weeded out, the corresponding subject cards must 
be removed. It takes a great deal of time and care, and 
must be done in close cooperation with the librarian who 
files cards in the catalog. It is an excellent means of in- 
forming the public about the pamphlet file, but a difficult one 
to administer. 


Sign on the Catalog 


Just as effective a method, and a much simpler one, is to 
print a large sign and place it.on top of the catalog. You 
can choose your own wording, but here are two possibilities :

4. SUMMARY 


In conclusion, we shall say that a pamphlet file is a 
needed collection in every library, large or small; with care- 
ful planning and supervision on the part of the librarian in 
charge, it may become an extremely valuable asset. Pub- 
licity is extremely important in this day and age, and efforts 
taken to publicize pamphlets are usually most rewarding. 
The librarian in charge of this collection must be constantly 
striving to find new uses for pamphlets and new ways to 
publicize their use. With the librarian’s constant alertness 
in the careful selection of both pamphlets and clippings, com- 
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bined with diligent arrangement and preparation for the 
widest use, the importance of the pamphlet collection in 
school, college and public libraries is unquestionable. And 
with new and better means of publicity constantly develop- 
ing, the future of this media of information is unlimited.
